Washlagton, June IS— It seems prob- 
eble that after all the United States

th* foreign embassies and legations. A 
gnat ehanga has come orer the admin- 
istration, tor at flfflt there was 
a firm determination not to go beyor 1 
the employment of marines and sailors. 

LODdoD, June 16. — The news from 
China i.< distinctly confused but the 
general trend indicates that the grav- 
ity of the iltuatlon baa ia no war dt- 
mlniahed. 

flfcanghal provides the usual crop o( 
alarmist rumors aa to tha oondltions 
at Peking aaA tlie preparations to op- 
pose the Intematiasal forces. But 
tbcre is a disposition in Ixindon to rp- 
gard the safety of the legations of the 
Buropeana there aa not seriously 
threatened at the present moment. It 
is realized, however, that the slightest 
sign of a check to the international 
torcea will put an entirely different 
face on tha matter and will probably 
lead to an outbreak of the rabble which 
will not be easily controUcfi. Beside.-; 
the news of the burning of the French 
and British missions at Yunnan Fu is 
regaroded as extremely grave aa It 
pointe to the exten.slon of the rebelion 
to remote portions of the empire. 

If the reports of the Chinese opposi- 
tion to the entry In Peking of the in- 
ternational forces are trua, It may be 
necessary for Admiral Seymour to 
avalt reinforcements. 

The latest acoonnta says OaneraU 
Tunt and 11a are raported to be con- 
centrating forces at Feng-Tal, while 
Qenaral Nieh who killed a number ot 
"Boxara" has been degraded. 

The Pan Mall Oasette continues to 
Bopport tha Tlaw tint the Initiative in 
the present crisis can best come from 
Washington, saying that aa the dlsnip- 
tlon ol China has been stayed in the 
paat by tha Intarrentlon ot tlio United 
States, a similar intervention will have 
the same effect now and aave tha mar* 
eaatilt world irreparable loss.

Bent to the American Admiral In 
Chines* Wiiten. 

Washington, June 15. — ^Nothing has 
com* to the state department from 
United States Minister Conger at Pe- 
king Since last Tuesday and the offlc- 
lala have settled down to th* belief 
that not until the foreign relief column 
reaches the Chineae capital, will Min- 
ister Conger Vie abl* to reauma tha uae 
of the cable.. 

It is omnioos that nothing has been 
heard from the United States consul 
at Chin Kiang since his first applica- 
tion for the sending of the warship to 
Chat point and it may be that be has 
b*cn Isolated. 

The consul at Chefoo is in better 
position, for a cablegram received at 
the navy department announces the ar- 
rival of the gunboat Yorktown at that 
poH. The vessel probably will li* at 
Ohefoo awaiting orders. She is with- 
in a day's Ji^il of Taku and can be sum- 
moned by Admiral Kempff if he needs 
g«inforcement at short notice. It is 
probable, however, that tha Torktown 
will serve a better purpose by remain- 
ing In the vicinity of Chefoo as the 
"Boxers" are reported to ba MtlTa in 
that section ot Shantung. 

Admiral Remey cabM the navy de- 
partment as follows from Csvite: "At 
Kempff 's reauest I shall md the Iris 
about th* 30th*irlth coal and stores for 
900 men for three months." 

The Iris Is a big collier and distilling 
ship. Nine hundred men ranntloned In 
the oablegram make up the personnel 
or th* flaipriiip Newark, th* Monocacy. 
BOW on the wsy to Taku and th* York ■ 
town^ at Chefoo, with the marine con- 
tingent ashore in China. 

The aignlAoant feature of the meR- 
aage ia tha Indleatad opinion ot Ad- 
miral Kempff that the disturbances in 
China may be expected to last several 
months at least. 

It Is admittad that the cabinet is eer- 
lonsly cofisldering th* dispatch nf 
troops to Tien Tsin and It la under- 
stood that Inquiries are being raado 
probably directed to General MacAr- 
thur as to the number of troops that 
can be spared tor this emergency and 
th* possibility ot aocvring tram^orta;

If the New York delegation 
should present Odell, he would make 
quite a formidable candidate, but It 
also suggests to a nambar ot landers 
here that in such an event the con- 
vention might be stampeded to Repre- 
sentative Dolllvef of Iowa, as there 
apparently a growing demand for a 
w*st*m candldat*.

Telegraph Lines Again Cut. 
Paris, June 15. — At a cabinet coun- 
cil the minister of foreign affairs, M. 
Delcasa* announce^ that th* telegraph 
line had again b**n ent Th* latest 
dispatch from the, French minister 
there he added, was dated the evening 
of June 12, and said the Chinese gov- 
ernment bad informed him it would 
not oppose th* foreign dotaehments en- 
tering Peking. The French counsul at 
Tien Tsin, Delcasse said, telegraphed 
that all was quiet within the French 
concession there, which waa guarded 
by French end Rusian troops. Finally 
M. Telcast^e said, a swift, first class 
cruiser had been ordered to proceed to 
Taku to reinforce th* FTanch naval 
division at that place. 

No More Sympathetic Strikes. 

Chicago, June 15. t- Sympathetic 
strikes ar* to be a thing of the past ,if 
a plan ot arbitration can be agreed 
upon by the building trades unions and 
the associations affiliated with the 
building contractors' council. A de- 
claration to this effect will come from 
the delegates who participated in the 
joint conference with the contractors 
on Tuesday and Wednesday and who 
were in secret caucus all the day 
debating a plan of settlement of the 
labor trouhl*.

Bvownlow Delega ion Put on the 
Kullii of Convention. 
Philad«lphia, June 16.— At th* Re- 

publifan national committee M. Fes- 
sendcu again pre.-ided. The contest 
over the delegation at large from Ten- 
nessee was immediately taken up, R. 
Sharp, chairman ot the state ex«cutlv« 

coniniittee tieing rorognlzed tO speak 
fur the contestant.^ bearing the name 
of Pension Commissioner Evans. 

Mr. Sharp contended on behalf of 
Evans conteatanta that thay w*r* pre- 
vented from participating in th* atat^ 
convention which chose delegates and 
that the whole trouble originated in 
the state committee which issued the 
call. He also said that previous to the 
call, conventions had been held in 1.'2 
counties in eighteen of whic-h instruc 
tions bad been given for Evans. 

Contests ensued and at the conven 
tion a sulBeient number of Brownlow 
delegates thus chosen secured control 
of the temporary organization. As 
consequence the Evans people held an- 
other convention. The contest be- 
tween the two factions waa reviewed 
throughout. In the stite conventions 
the credentials committee had seated 
every Brownlow contestant and denied 
Mr. Evans a seat in the convention 
hall. After thi^the Bvans people re- 
tired and held a runvention of their 
own which they claimed was strongly 
in a( < ord w ith the customs of the Re- 
publican party. He asserted that Mr. 
Brownlow had attempted to perpetu- 
ate himself In power "though the me- 
dium of a willing and subservient com- 
mittee appointed by himself." 

He asserted that so long aa Mr. 
Brownlow should remain at the head 
of Tennessee's political affairs there 
would be two organizations because of 
Brownlow's ambition. 

Mr. Brownlow and his followei.-: 
were represented by Congressman Oib- 
son and Oeorge M. H' nderson. They 
dwelt with especial emphasis upon the 
claim of the Brownlow d*l*gatlon to 
regularity. 

Mr. Bran* then spok* in b*halt of 
bis own dalagntlon, pleading earnestly 
for the recognition of his followers. 
He said he was with the R<»publicau 
party and that h* wanted no factions. 
H* had gon* to NaahriU* for th* pur- 
pose of .advocating harmony only to 
find himself for the first time In his. 
life refused admission to a Republican 
convMiUon. He was unable to even 
get a seat in th* gUlwy. H* contro- 
verted Mr. Gibson's summary of facts, 
saying It was not accurate In detail 
and criticised the methods of Mr. 
Brownlow preliminary to the state 
oonv«ntloB. 

Mr. Evans was frequently interrupt- 
ed by questions from members ot the 
convention. 

Mr. Bfownlow foltowed Mr. Evans 
in d*t*ns* ot bii ovn cours*. cont*nd- 
ing that it had been regular and in the 
interest of the Republican party. He 
contradicted some of Mr. Evans' state- 
m*nta, saying among othM things bo 
bad dallTarad tlok*ta to ofarr Hvans 
delegate who was uncontested. Speak- 
ing of the contests he asserted that Mr. 
Bvans was himself a party to a con- 
test with the poatmaater from his own 
town. 

"That Is false," shotited Mr. Bvaas, 
rising fron^his seat both men glared 



at each other for a second and both be- 
gan to gesticulate rather wildly and to 
talk at once, there were then load calls 

on the part of the members of the com- 
mittee for the mrgeant-at-arms. Mr. 
Brownlow ended th* Imtldent by tak- 
ing his seat 
The national committee decided In 

favor of Brownlow** delegation in the 
Tennessee contest by an unanimous 
▼Ot*. 

ADM IRAL DE WEY 

talka Aboat Presidential Womlaatlen 

and ChlneKv Situation. 

New York, June 15.— A Washington 
correspondent seiul.-; a rpport of an in- 
terview with Admiral Dewey in which 
he is represented as confessing that his 
presidential pro?pect.s are not good. 
He said: "Some time ago the leaders 
or tho.se whom we have always regard- 
ed as the leaders, asked me if I would 
allow my name to be used In connoc- 
tion with the presidency. 

After thinking this proposition over 
several weeks, I said yes, and according- 
ly announced that if the people wanted 
me to serve in Uiat capacity I would 
gladly do so. 

"But I thank God they do not ap- 
pear to want me " 

"But," it wus suggested, "many 
Democrats throughout the country are 
discussing the desirability of placing 
you on the ticket with Mr. Bryan. "I 
have hot contemplated being a candi- 
date for vice president." replied the 
admiral with his usual frankness. "I 
am not a candidate for nomination for 
that office and would not a^ ept the 
nomination If offered. My position i.-- 
unchanged; I stand now where I have 
stood for the past three months." 

The abov» statement was submitted 
to and approved by Admiral Dewey. 

Admiral Dewey Is entirely familiar 
with the sltnation in China. When 
asked the direct question "What is 

likely to ho fh'' (iiiti ome of t!ip present 
complications in China?*' the admiral 
shook his head, as If uncertain about 
venturing an opinion. 

"The altnatlon in China," he said, "1 
regard as a very serious one — very ser- 
ious indeed. 1 can only see but on» 
outcome as a result of the conflict now 
in progress In China and that is the 
adoption of the American policy in 
favor of open port.'? for American com- 
merce on equal terms with all the oth- 
er commercial nations of the world. 
It must come to that eventually and it 
Is fortunate that we are in a position 
to say to the nations of Europe, "we 
are In this deal, gentlemen.' 

"This would not have be^n possible," 
continued the admiral, "bad it not 
been for the result of the Spaniidi war. 
Tt seems that God Is with us in making 
it possible to have at the moment the 
largest army of men and the most 
formidable fleet of ships right on the 
spot to enforce our rights and see that 
American interestis are protected." 

Then you sincerely believe in our re- 
tention of the Phllippln«8? th* ad- 
miral was asked. 

"Most 'assuredly I do," was the 
reply. "Had It not been for our ac- 
fiuisition of those islands, it would not 
have been possible to have the fighting 
force in those watera today and we 
would have been ignored in the delib- 
erations now daily held by the repre- 
sentatives of the great nations of Eu- 
TOP* relative to China." 

St. Louis Strike Over. 
St. Louis, June 15.— As far as out- 
ward appearances go, thei- wis very 
little evidence to Indicate that a strike 
exists on the lines of the St. Louis 
Transit company. With the exception 
of guards of deputy sheriffs at the nu- 
merous car sheds and power houses of 
the company, everything had a peace- 
ful appearance. Oars on all the divi- 
sions were apparently running with as 
much regularity and a.s free from In- 
terference as before the strike. Of- 
flccra of the Transit company state 
that during the paat two w**ks, they 
have received applications for rein- 
statement from several hundred strik- 
ers. Recent arrivals of motormen and 
conductors from out of town number 
100. they say. According to th* of- 
ficers, regular schedules, day and night 
will be maintained henc^ortfa on all 
th* dlTialons^ 

Nut ExeesHlve Charges. 
Chicago, June 15.— The United States 
circuit of appeals in a decision deliv- 
ered affirmed the dodaion of th* lower 
court In holdinr that the *se*aa charge 
of |2 per car on cars entering the stock 
yards Is not excessive. The Interstate 
commerc* committee some months ago, 
acting on eomplainta mad* by cattl* 
Bhipp*ni of th* w«Rt that th* t*nttlnat 
charges were excessive, brought suit 
against the western lines to have the 
charges reduced. Tha dMilloll wa* 
against the commlaalon and the case 
was appealed. Tha matter may h* car- 
ried to th* ottprem* eonrt oC th* UBlt*d 
states.

Boers Whom Geaeral Methnen Was 
Reported to Have rompletely 
iroutod Seem <o llav* 
Quite Uecuperated. 



London, June 15. — By the peaceful 
occupation o'. Klerksdorp announced 
by Lord Roberts, the British have 
gained a strategic position of some im- 
portance, as the town is not only the 
terminus of another railroad to Johan - 
nesburg, but it is within easy reach of 
the Kroonstad-Vlerfontetn railroad. 

The Cronje who surrendered the 
place Is a yon of the famous General 
Cronje, now a prisoner at St. lli lomi. 
The son was prominent during the 
sieg* of Meteking. 

Apart from the fact tbnt Lord Rob' 
erts' dispatch comes direct from Pre- 
toria showing the telegraph lin»^ is re- 
opened the only other point of Interest 
is the tact that the Boera whom 0*n- 
eral Methuen was reported to have ut- 
terly routed have sufficiently recuper- 
ated to attack a recon^tl■ll.■ti()Il train. 

A dispatch from Kimbcrly reports 
the capture ot the well known pugilist 
"Jim" Holloway, who was an adjutant 
In the Boer army and who blew up the 
Itridge at l-'ufrteen .Streams. li.jlloway 
was among a body of federals captured 
in th* westMv part ot the Transvaal. 
The Afrikander bond congress opened 
at Pearl with 70 delegates Including 
seven assemblymen present. 

It is feared at Cape Town that the 
parliamentary deadlock will lead to a 
temporary suspension of the constitu- 
tion and there is much anxiety in re- 
gard to the possibl* outoom* of such a 
grave step. 

Sir John Gordon Sprigg is experienc- 
ing much difficulty in forming a cabi- 
net, Mr, Schrelner persisting in his re- 
fusal to support a ministry domin i it- 
ed by Cecil Rhodes, owing to personal 
antipathies. A coalition seema im- 
practicable. Messrs Rose-Innes and 
Solomon are not inclined to accept su- 
bordinate positions in a government 
composed of nominees of the South Af- 
rican League. 

If Mr. Sehreinor la dissatisfied with 
the peisonel and pledges of new min- 
istry, the latter will be unable to pass 
imperial measures and a dangerous 
deadlock will ensue which may lead to 
a grave constitutional crisis. 

Message From Rotierts. 
London, June 16. — The war ofllce baa 

received the following dispatch from 
Lord Roberts at Pretoria: "As I tel- 
egraplie<l ye^^terday from one of our 
outposts, 15 miles east of Pretoria, the 
Boers evactuated their position during 
the night of June 12. they had paid so 
much attention to strengthening their 
flanks that their center was weakly 
held, and as soon as this became evi- 
dent, on June 12 I directed Ian Ham- 
ilton to attack. He moved against 
Diamond Hill with the Suffolks, Der- 
byshires and City Imperial volunteers, 
supported on the left by the Guards 
brigade under Inigo Jones. It was' 
grand, seeing the v ly our men ad- 
vanced over the d^lllcult ground and 
under a heavy fire. The casualties, I 
am thankful to say, were less than 100, 
a very email number considering the 
natural strength of the position which 
had to be carried. Our seizure of Dia- 
mond Hill caused the Boers to feel 
they were practically surrounded and 
this resulted In their hasty r*tiram*nt. 
They were being followed by some of 
our mounted corps. Hamilton spoke in 
high terms of the troops engaged. 
Hamilton received a oontuaion from a 
shrapnal bullat in th* ahooldor, bnt ia, 
I am happy to aay, abl* to partorm hla 

duty."
